The  former 
is  a  healthy  occupation  and  is  not  associated  with  any  industrial  disease. 


Tho  district  extends  across  tho  breadth  of  the  County  and  has 
both  a  northern  and  southern  seaboard,  As  a  result  there  are  two  tyoos 
of  climate  -  tho  northern  more  bracing  and  with  a  slightly  lower 
tonperaturc  than  tho  south,  which  is  soft  and  mild  vdth  prevailing  West 
and  South  ’Test  grinds.

A  main  centre  was  established  in  St, Austell  on  the  appointed  day 
v/ith  an  agreed  establishment  of  uro  ambulances  and  one  utilicon.  In 
addition  there  'were  -'mo  voluntary  s(?rvicc  vehicles  "which  could  be  called 
\jpon  in  an  emergency  and  at  the  beginj.ii'r]g  of  the  year  these  were  in  fact 
the  only  vehicles  available,  A  utilicon  was  supplied  on  the  January 
and  the  first  County  ambulaix!0  on  the  1st  February,  A  second  County 
iuiibulanco  vms  provided  on  the  11th  July  and  allo\/od  a  co'nsidorable 
reduction  in  the  use  of  the  more  efficient  voluntary  anibulances.  During 
December  there  v/as  a  revision  of  establistenents  and  an  additional 
ambulance  and  utilicon  v/ere  approved  for  "the  St, Austell  min  cen-kro.  At 
the  saiize  time  the  staff  was  increased  from  six  to  nine  drivers. 


During  the  year  adequate  garage  and  rest  room  accoi'anodation  was 
provided  by  arrangement  "with  the  Fire  Service  and  the  latter  also  agreed 
to  service  County  vehicles  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

The  telephone  call  out  system  is  satisfactory.

Domes  tip  Help  Service 

It  only  proved  possible  to  establish  this  service  with  the  help 
of  liiss  Stokes  by  mid  December,  The  establishment  of  full  time  Home-help 
is  three.  As  the  area  is  large  and  the  population  ^videly  dispersed  a 
nuTiiber  of  sub-organisers  gave  their  services  and  enrolled  as  largo  a 
number  of  women  as  possible  as  part-time  or  spare  time  help.  It  has 
proved  difficult  to  get  sufficient  help  in  some  areas  owing  to  more 
attractive  alternative  occupations.
